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Choosing a Profession. 


A question which becomes more im- 


portant every year is that which concerns 
the education of young men for the pro- 
fessions. When it is finally solved, and 
•et at rest, a great good will have been 
don* to the pnbhc, and many youths 
will be kept from feeling in their man- 
hood the heartburnings and the sense of 
failure in their lives from winch so many 
are now Buffering 
It is useless to dis- 


guise the fact that the dignity of manual 
labor, guided by the intelligence of 
special learning, is not generally be- 
lieved in. An excuse for this lack of 
faith is drawn from the argument that 
as mechanical trades aie so subdivided 
now that a young man after leaining one 
branch rarely is given the oppoitumty 
to learn another, and that, liavrag but 
little need to use his brain m his work, 
he usually Incomes a soit of animated 
machine. But is there a controlling 
reason why a mechanic should thus lo»e 
his power—assuming, of course, that he 
has started with a fair supply of intelli- 
gence and energy' That there is not is 
shown by the fact that some nitn with 
no other opportunities than their fellows, 
by using their eyes and wits, learu every 
branch of their tiades, and theieby pro- 
cure commanding positions 
For in- 


stance in the pressroom of a newspaper 
of this city there is one man who not 
only can manage a complicated press, 
but can tate it apart and put it together, 
and repair it il it gets out of order Yet 
he has had no special advantages over 
the men whom he directs as a foreman. 
He has looked and learned, and he is 
now highly paid for the trouble he took 
to inform himself 
It seems wrong, 


then, to assert that an energetic, intelh 
gent boy will have no chiuu e to nse in a 
trade 
The tlnng to ascertain in the be- 


ginning is the hade foi which he is nat- 
uially fitted 
Tins isliaid to a&certam, 


and most parents tlo not make the at- 
tempt 
lliey put their boys into any 


clerical position that is open to them, or

Temperance Talk at the Tabernacle Last 


Nifht—30O People Present. 


The temperance ball in Decatur for the 


season of 1882 was formally set rolling 
last evening by Mr. Michael J. Fanning 
of Michigan, who lectured at the taber- 
nacle before an audience of about 300 
people, under the auspices of Haworth 
Council, Royal Templars of. Temperance. 
The gentleman, who is a witty Irishman, 
and has an inexhaustable fund of anec- 
dotes to illustrate his points, lately par- 
ticipated in the aqna pura campaign at 
Lincoln. The gentleman was introduced 
to the audience by Mr. E. P. Vail, and 
for about an hour he spoke earnestly on 
the question of temperance. .He took a 
decided stand in favor of prohibition, and 
presented his points in a new and enter- 
taining manner.

He doesn't believe in that kind of 
work, it is not permanent; neither does 
he believe in rushing great crowds to the 
front to sign the pledge in the midst of a 
momentary excitement. He wants men 
to think for themselves and then sign the 
pledge and keep it. He also, in closing, 
made an allusion to those backsliders in 
the temperance ranks—those drinking 
men who had signed the pledge and fail- 
ed to keep it. He did not feel like ofler- 
ing the pledge to them again in the midst 
of an excitement, for they might sneak up 
behind some one else and sign it. He 
would have these backsliders come out 
boldly and sign publicly before the peo- 


ple, and then stick.

They refused to work on the 
streets with the ball and chain attach- 
ments, and since their refusal to do this 
they have been submitting to close con- 
finement, their only diet being bread and 
water. They think this i« pretty thin, 
but assert that if Dr. Tanner lived on 
nothing for 40 days they ought to man- 
age to exist for a few weeks longer. The 
chagrined tramps told a 'reporter that if 
they had not been discovered they woxild 
have got out inside of two hours. It is 
all up with them now, and they say they 
will work out their fines in the gravel 
bank without any more kicking against 
the inevitable. 


Since the aliove was written Marshal 


Hewes visited the calaboose in person 
and searched for the saw. He had the 
tramps removed from the cell, and after 
a close scrutiny the "saw" was found 
stuck away in the ceiling. It was an old 
ease knife, one edge of which had lieen 
in some manner converted into a saw. It 
did good service. The oak plank it cut 
through was thoroughly seasoned and 
was nearly two inches in thickness. Tho 
knife-saw was taken away by the officer 
and the tramps were returned to the soli- 
tude of the narrow cell and their diet of 
bread and water.
